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INTRODUCTION. 



The Compiler of the present Manual of Praj'er, 
has, during" much experience amongst the poor and 
uneducated of this countrj^, been continually asked 
for PRAYERS, and this from those who, perhaps 
constant attendants on our Sabbath-day Services, 
hold in their hands, from infancy, the Prayers of 
the Church of England. Yet it never occurs to 
them to use these, but for Public worship ; for all 
purposes of Private Prayer, and Devotion, they are 
considered as a dead letter. To obviate this sinofular 
feeling", this Manual has been compiled. The object 
has been, in the First Part, to place together short 
Services,* in such form as would be equally suited 
to family, or absolutely private use; so that 
together or separately, ^11 who can read, may have 
access to a form for daily prayer ; and also, that 
those who cannot read may readily lay to heart 

* Five minutes is time amply sufficient to go reverently 
through either of them. 
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that with which they are already familiar, and thus 
may perfectly participate m the benefits derivable 
from possession of so invaluable a store of worded 
Prayer^ as is that handed down to us by our 
Protestant Church. Various " Books of Prayers/' 
derived from the same source^ have already been 
published ; but from the constant practice of setting* 
apart different Services for each day of the week, 
they are confusing* to the class, for whom the 
present compilation has been made; and indeed, 
it appears strange for those who are commanded 
to pray essentially for " this day,'' and leave for 
"to-morrow the things of to-morrow," that one 
particular grace should be made the subject of 
Monday's petition, and another of Tuesday's ! 
The Lord has taught us—" THIS night shall thy 
soul be required of thee ;" — then what we ask each 
day, must surely be that which is necessary, 
imperative, demanded by even present danger, — 
*^The night cometh, when no man CAN work." 
Those also, who use this Manual, are advised all to 
repeat ALOUD each Prayer, as is commonly only 
done with the Lord's Prayer. The Compiler feels 
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sure that great will be the benefit to those thus 
using* these Daily Services, which are meant for 
such as desire to JOIN in Prayer, not for those 
who are languidly attending* to another's reading* 
of Prayer, For this purpose, a daily difilering^ 
Service is a real difficulty thrown in the way of the 
unlearned. The simple prayers of our childhood 
were daily the same, — they were not varied, and 
they are those which have lasted in the hearts 
of thousands ; in whom all other remembrances of 
Prayet have long ago died away. In this work 
it has been particularly wished to give a prominence 
and first place to the Lord's Prayer, not because it 
has become a matter-of-course to EECITE it as 
an introduction or ending* to ^^ Prayers/' by which 
means it has come to be used, or rather said, as a 
mere form by many, who knowing it by heart from 
their childhood, still complain that they have 
'^no Prayers j'* but from the utter inability of 
the Compiler to find any other form of words at 
once so concise and comprehensive. The difficulty 
is to supplement it with any request, not therein 
contained. When we have prayed, — Thy Kingdom

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come — For THAT time to come of which we read, 
— ^^ The King^doms of this world ARE become the 
Kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ ; and He 
shall reign for ever and ever/' " And there shall be 
no more deaths neither sorrow, nor crying", neither 
shall there be any more pain." — Rev. xi. 15 ; xxi. 4. 
When we have prayed, — Thy will be done,—^' Shall 
not the Judg'e of the whole earth do right ?'^ — 
Gen. xviii. 25. Give us this day our daily bread, — 
^' The morrow shall take thought for the things of 
itself.*'— Matthew vi. 34. And forgive us our 
trespasses, — *^ Who can tell how oft he offendeth, — 
Ohl cleanse Thou me from my secret faults." — 
Psalm xix* 14. And lead us not into temptation, — 
" Give me neither poverty or riches ; feed me with 
food convenient for me." — Prov. xxx. 8. And 
deliver us from evil, — ^' Whoso dwelleth under the 
defence of the most High shall abide under the 
shadow of the Almighty. Thou shalt not be afraid 
for any terror by night : nor for the arrow that 
fliethby day;— -for the pestilence that walketh in 
darkness : nor for the sickness that destroyeth at 
noonday." — Psalm xci. 1, 6, 6. "God is our hope 
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and strength ; therefore will we not fear, though 
the earth he nioved : and though the hills he carried 
into the midst of the sea/' — Psalm xlvi. 1, 8. 
When we have thus prayed by the light of Scripture, 
it is indeed difficult to ask more. However, to meet 
a want felt or expressed, by those who have not 
thought over, as w:ell as said, the Lord's Prayer, 
these short Services have been put together, and on 
them the Lord's blessing is earnestly asked, — from 
whom alone cometh any good thing. Part 2nd 
contains the various Prayers of the '^ Litany,^ 
divided into three Services, to be used daily or 
occasionally, as desired. In Part Srd has been 
collected and printed in rotation all such remaining 
Petitions of the ^' Prayer Book/' as appear suited 
to private use ; though, in omitting many designed 
for imploring public benefits^ all must feel, how far 
they are at least thought to fall short of that 
Christian spirit, which has enjoined equally on ALL 
to make prayers and supplications, and to give 
thanks for all men. Part 4th contains the 
119th Psalm, most emphatically a Prayer from 
end to end J — and Part 6th, the Prayer of 
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Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
he that heareth my word, and 
beheveth on Him that sent me, 
hath everiastmg Hfe, and shall not 
come into condemnation ; but is 
passed from death unto hfe. — 
St. John V. 24. 



My son, despise not thou the 
chastening of the Lord, nor faint 
when thou art rebuked of him : 
FOR whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he receiveth. — Heb. 
xii. 5, 6.

9 He maketh wars to cease in 
all the world: he breaketh the 
bow, and knappeth the spear in 
sunder, and bumeth the chariots 
in the fire. 

10 Be still then, and know that 
I am God : I will be exalted among 
the heathen, and I will be exalted 
in the earth. 

1 1 The Lord of hosts is with us : 
the God of Jacob is our refuge. 



PSALM XLVII. 



O CLAP your hands together, all 
ye people : O sing unto God with 
the voice of melody. 

2 For the Lord is high, and to 
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be feared : he is the great King 
upon all the earth. 

3 He shall subdue the people 
under us : and the nations under 
our feet. 

4 He shall choose out an heri- 
tage for us : even the worship of 
Jacob, whom he loved. 

5 God is gone up with a merry 
noise: and the Lord with the 
sound of the trump. 

6 O sing praises, sing praises 
unto our God : O sing praises, sing 
praises unto our King. 

7 For God is the King of aU the 
earth ; sing ye praises with under- 
standing. 

8 God reigneth over the heathen : 
€rod sitteth upon his holy seat 

9 The princes of the people ay© 
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joined unto the people of the God 
of Abraham : for God, which is 
very high exalted, doth defend the 
earth, as it were with a shield. 



PSALM LXXXIV. 

O HOW amiable are thy dwel- 
lings : thou Lord of hosts ! 

2 My soul hath a desire and 
longing to enter into the courts of 
the Lord : my heart and my flesh 
rejoice in the living God. 

3 Yea, the sparrow hath found 
her an house, and the swallow a 
nest where she may lay her young : 
even thy altars, O Lord of hosts, 
my King and my God. 

4 Blessed are they that dwell in 
thy house: they will be alway 
praising thee. 
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5 Blessed is the man whose 
strength is in thee : in whose 
heart are thy ways. 

6 Who going through the vale 
of misery use it for a well: and 
the pools are filled with water. 

7 They will go from strength to 
strength: and unto the God of 
gods appeareth every one of them 
in Sion. 

8 O Lord God of hosts, hear my 
prayer : hearken, O God of Jacob. 

9 Behold, O God our defender : 
and look upon the face of thine 
Anointed. 

10 For one day in thy courts : 
is better than a thousand. 

11 I had rather be a doorkeeper 
in the house of my God : than to 
dwell in the tents of ungodliness. 
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12 For the Lord God is a light 
and defence : the Lord will give 
grace and worship, and no good 
thing shall he withhold from them 
that live a godly life. 

13 Lord God of hosts : blessed 
is the man that putteth his trust 
in thee. 



PSALM XCL 

Whoso dwelleth under the de- 
fence of the most High: shall 
abide under the shadow of the Al- 
mighty. 

2 I wiU say unto the Lord, Thou 
art my hope, and my strong hold : 
my God, in him will I trust. 

3 For he shall deliver thee from 
the snare of the hunter : and from 
the noisome pestilence. 
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4 He shall defend thee under 
his wings, and thou shalt be safe 
under his feathers : his faithfuhiess 
and truth shall be thy shield and 
buckler. 

5 Thou shalt not be afraid for 
any terror by night : nor for the 
arrow that flieth by day ; 

6 For the pestilence that walketh 
in darkness : nor for the sickness 
that destroyeth in the noon-day. 

7 A thousand shall fall beside 
thee, and ten thousand at thy right 
hand : but it shall not come nigh 
thee. 

8 Yea, with tliine eyes shalt 
thou behold : and see the reward 
of the ungodly. 

9 For thou, Lord, art my hope : 
thou hast set tliine house of de- 
fence very high.

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10 There shall no evil happen 
unto thee: neither shall any plague 
come nigh thy dwelling. 

11 For he shall give his angels 
charge over thee : to keep thee in 
all thy ways. 

12 They shall bear thee in their 
hands : that thou hurt not thy foot 
against a stone. 

13 Thou shalt go upon the lion 
and adder : the young Hon and the 
dragon shalt thou tread under thy 
feet. 

14 Because he hath set his love 
upon me, therefore will I deliver 
him : I will set him up, because he 
hath known my Name. 

15 He shall call upon me, and I 
will hear him ; yea, I am with him 
in trouble ; I will deliver him, and 
bring him to honoux. 
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16 With long life will I satisfy 
him : and shew him my salvation. 



PSALM CXI. 

1 WILL give thanks unto the 
Lord with my whole heart: se- 
cretly among the faithful, and in 
the congregation. 

2 The works of the Lord are 
great : sought out of all them that 
have pleasure therein. 

3 His work is worthy to be 
praised, and had in honour: and 
his righteousness endureth for ever. 

4 The merciful and gracious 
Lord hath so done his marvellous 
works : that they ought to be had 
in remembrance. 

5 He hath given meat imto 
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them that fear him : he shall ever 
be mindful of his covenant. 

6 He hath shewed his people the 
power of his works: that he may give 
them the heritage of the heathen. 

7 The works of his hands are 
verity and judgement : all his com- 
mandments are true. 

8 They stand fast for ever and 
ever: and are done in truth and 
equity. 

9 He sent redemption imto his 
people: he hath commanded his 
covenant for ever ; holy and reve- 
rend is his Name. 

10 The fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom : a good 
understanding have all they that 
do thereafter ; the praise of it en- 
dureth for ever. 
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PSALM CXII. 



Blessed is the man that feareth 
the Lord : he hath great delight iii 
his commandments. 

2 His seed shall be mighty upon 
earth : the generation of the faith- 
ful shall be blessed. 

3 Riches and plenteousness shall 
be in his house : and his righteous- 
ness endureth for ever. 

4 Unto the godly there ariseth 
up light in the darkness : he is 
merciful, loving, and righteous. 

5 A good man is merciful, and 
lendeth : and will guide his words 
with discretion. 

6 For he shall never be moved : 
and the righteous shall be had in 
everlasting remembrance. 
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7 He will not be afraid of any 
evil tidings : for his heart standeth 
fast, and believeth in the Lord. 

8 His heart is established, and 
wm not shrink: until he see his 
desire upon his enemies. 

9 He hath dispersed abroad, and 
given to the poor : and his righte- 
ousness remaineth for ever; his 
horn shall be exalted wdth honour. 

10 The ungodly shall see it, and 
it shall grieve him : he shall gnash 
with his teeth, and consume away ; 
the desire of the ungodly shall 
perish. 

PSALM CXVI. 

. I AM well pleased: that the 
Lord hath heard the voice of my 
prayer ; 
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2 That he hath inclined his ear 
unto me : therefore will I call upon 
him as long as I hye. 

3 The snares of death compassed 
me round about : and the pains of 
hell gat hold upon me. 

• 4 I shall find trouble and heavi- 
ness, and I will call upon the Name 
of the Lord: O Lord, I beseech 
thee, deliver my soul. 

5 Gracious is the Lord, and 
righteous : yea, our God is merci- 
ful. 

6 The Lord preserveth the sim- 
ple : I was in misery, and he helped 
me. 

7 Turn again then unto thy rest, 
O my soul : for the Lord hath re- 
warded thee. 

8 And why? thou hast delivered 
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my soul from death : mine eyes 
from tears, and my feet from falling. 

9 I will walk before the Lord; 
in the land of the living, 

10 I believed, and therefore will 
I speak ; but I was sore troubled : 
I said in my haste, AU men are 
liars. 

11 What reward shall I give 
unto the Lord : for all the benefits 
that he hath done unto me ? 

12 I wiU receive the cup of sal- 
vation : and caU upon the Name of 
the Lord. 

13 I will pay my vows now in 
the presence of all his people : right 
dear in the sight of the Lord is the 
death of his saints. 

14 Behold, O Lord, how that I 
am thy servant : I am thy servant, 
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and the son of thine handmaid ; 
thou hast broken my bonds in 
sunder. 

15 I will offer to thee the sacri- 
fice of thanksgiying : and will call 
upon the Name of the Lord. 

16 I wiU pay my vows unto the 
Lord, in the sight of all his people : 
in the comi;s of the Lord's house, 
even in the midst of thee, O Jeru- 
salem. Praise the Lord. 



PSALM CXXL 

1 WILL lift up mine eyes unto 
the hills ; fi-om whence cometh my 
help. 

2 My help cometh even fi*om 
the Lord : who hath made heaven 
and earth. 

3 He will not suffer thy foot to 
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be moved: and he that keepeth 
thee will not sleep. 

4 Behold, he that keepeth Israel : 
shall neither slumber nor sleep. 

6 The Lord himself is thy 
keeper: the Lord is thy defence 
upon thy right hand ; 

6 So that the sun shall not bum 
thee by day : neither the moon by 
night. 

7 The Lord shall preserve thee 
from all evil : yea, it is even he 
that shall keep thy soul. 

8 The Lord shall preserve thy 
going out, and thy coming in: 
from this time forth for evermore. 



PSALM cxxxvin. 

I WILL give thanks unto thee, O 
I>ord, with my whole heart : even 
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before the gods will I sing praise 
unto thee. 

2 I will worship toward thy 
holy temple, and praise thy Name, 
because of thy loving-kindness and 
truth : for thou hast magnified thy 
Name, and thy Word, above all 
things. 

3 When I called upon thee, thou 
heardest me : and enduedst my soul 
with much strength. 

4 All the kings of the earth 
shall praise thee, O Lord: for 
they have heard the words of thy 
mouth. 

5 Yea, they shall sing in the 
ways of the Lord : that great is the 
glory of the Lord. 

6 For though the Lord be high, 
yet hath he respect unto the lowly : 
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as for the proud, he beholdeth them 
afar off. 

7 Though I walk in the midst of 
trouble, yet shalt thou refresh me : 
thou shalt stretch forth thy hand 
upon the fdriousness of mine ene- 
mies, and thy right hand shall save 
me. 

8 The Lord shall make good his 
loving-kindness toward me: yea, 
thy mercy, O Lord, endureth for 
ever ; despise not then the works 
of thine own hands. 



PSALM CXLVI. 



Praise the Lord, O my soul; 
while I live wiU I praise the Lord: 
yea, as long as I have any being, 
I will sing praises unto my God. 
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2 O put not your trust in princes, 
nor in any child of man : for there 
is no help in them. 

3 For when the breath of man 
goeth forth he shall turn again to 
his earth : and then all his thoughts 
perish. 

4 Blessed is he that hath the 
God of Jacob for his help : and 
whose hope is in the Lord his 
God; 

5 Who made heaven and earth, 
the sea, and all that therein is: 
who keepeth his promise for ever ; 

6 Who helpeth them to right 
that suffer wrong : who feedeth the 
hungry. 

7 The Lord looseth men out of 
prison: the Lord giveth sight to 
the bHnd. 
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8 The Lord helpeth them that 
are fallen : the Lord careth for the 
righteous. 

9 The Lord careth for the stran- 
gers; he defendeth the fatherless 
and widow : as for the way of the 
ungodly, he tumeth it upside down. 

10 The Lord thy God^ O Sion, 
shall be King for evermore : and 
throughout aU generations.
